1. IMPRESSED, as we are, with the uncertainty 
of life, from caſualties of every kind, to which we 
are liable, the importance of extending and elucidating 
the principles of the Humane So Er v muſt appear 
conſpicuous ; and thoſe, who endeavour to effect 
this great work of philanthropy, gloriouſly contribute 
to the preſervation of their tellow-creatures.—Let us 
recall to mind this ſubje& of apparent death, the 
ſtate of ignorance from which we are emancipated 
upon the ſubject of apparent death. 2. Had not the 
ſpring and energy of the mind broken the fetters of 
darkneſs, by the application of the principles on which 
this inſtitution was founded—how many, whom we can 
now felicitate, would hade been ſunk in endleſs night 1 — 
How many uſ*ful ſubjefts would have been loſt to the 
community — How many tender affeftions between 
parent and child would have been denied, and pangs 
endured /—3, How MANY GODLIKE SENTIMENTS 
MUST YOU HAVE BFEN DEPRIVED OFIN WITNESSING 
THAT THE APPARENTLY DEAD HAVE BEEN RAISED 
INTO EXISTENCE, AND THE INANIMATE MASS 
HATH AGAIN BREATHED THE BREATH OF LIFE.

I. The xEsTORAT10N of HEAT is of the greateſi 
conſequence to the return of LIFE : when, therefore, 
the body is taken out of the water, the cloaths 
ſhould be ſtripped off; or, if naked at the time of 
the accident, it muſt be covered with twe or three 
coats, ora blanket. The bodyſhould then be carefully 
conveyed to the neareſt RECEIVING=Houss, with the 
head a little raiſed, —In cd and damp weather the 
perſon ſhould be laid on a bed, &c. in a room that is 
moderately heated: in eg on a bed expoſed to 
the rays of the ſun, and not more than ſix perſons 
admitted, as a greater number may retard the return 

: of life. The body is te be well dried with warm 
cloaths, and gently rubbed with flannels, ſprinkled 
with rum, brandy, gin, or muſtard, —FoMENTAT10xs 
of ſpirits may be applied to the pit of the ſtomach 
with advantage. — A warming-pan covered with 
flannel ſhould be lightly moved up and down the 
back ; bladders, or bottles, filled with hot water, 
Heated bricks, or tiles wrapped up in flannel, ſhould 
be applicd to the ſoles of the feet, palms of the hands, 
and other parts of the body.

II. RxsYIKATION will be promoted, by cloſing 
the mouth and one noſtril, while, with the pipe of a 
bellows you blow into the other with ſufficient force 
to inflate the lungs; another perſon thould then preſs 
the cheſt gently with his hands, ſo as to expel the 
air. If the pipe be too large for the noſtrils, the 
air may be blown in at the mouth. Blowing the 


breath can only be recommended when bellows 
cannot be procured, 


III. The BoweLs ſhould be inflated with the 
fume, of tobacco, and repeated three or four times within 
firſt hour; but, if circumſtances prevent the uſe of 
this vapour, then CLYSTERS of this herb, or 
other acrid infuſiins with ſalt, may be thrown up with 
advantage, — The FUMIGATING MACHINE is fo 
much improved as to be of the higheſt importance to 
the Public; and, if employed in every inſtance 
of apparent death, it would reſtore the lives of 
many of our fellow creatures, as it now anſwers 


the important purpoſes of fumigation, inſpiration, and 
expiration, - 


IV. Ac1TATION has proved a powerful auxiliary 
to the other means of recovery : one or more of 
the Aſſiſtants ſhould, therefore, take hold of the 
legs and arms, particularly of boys, and ſhake their 
bodies for five or ſix minutes : this may be repeated 
ſeveral times within the firſt hour. When the bodies 
of children are wiped perfectly dry, they ſhould be 
placed in bed between two healthy perſons, and the 


friction chiefly directed, in this caſe, to the left ſide, 


where it will be moſt likely to cxcite the motion of 
the heart, 


V. When theſe Methods have been employed for 
an hour, if any brewhouſe, bakehouſe, or glaſshouſe, 
be near, where warm grains, aſhes, lees, &c. can be 


procured, the body ſhould be placed in any of theſe 
moderated 
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moderated to a degree of heat very little exceeding 
that of the perſon in health. If the warm bath can 


be conveniently obtained, it may be advantageouſly 


uſed in conjunction with the earlieſt modes of 
treatment, 


VI. ELtcTriciTy ſhould be early employed, as 
it will moſt certainly increaſe the beneficial effects of 
the other means of recovery on the ſyſtem.— The 
* ELECTRICAL SHOCK,” fays Mr. KITE, in his EY 
on the Recovery of the Appparently Dead, ** is to be ad- 
*« mitted as the teſt or diſcriminating characteriſtic of 
* any remains of animal life; and ſo long as that 
produces contrations, may the perſon be ſaid to be 
in a recoverable ſtate: but when thoſe effects had 
*© ceaſed, there can no doubt remain of the party 
being abſolutely and poſitively dead.“ 


VII. If convulſions, ſpaſms, or any of the other 
ſigns of returning life appear, a tea-ſpoonful or two of 
warm water may be put into the mouth; and if the 

wer of ſwallowing be returned, a little warm wine or 
brandy diluted with water may be frequently given. 
— When this gradual approach towards recovery is 
obſerved, and breathing returned, let the Lanig be 
put into a warm bed; and if diſpoſed to ſleep, as is 
generally the caſe, give no diſturbance, and he will 
awake almoſt perfectly recovered. 


The above plain and ſucceſsful methods are to be 
employed with vigour for three or four hours; it being 
a vulgar and dangerous opinion to ſuppoſe perſons 
irrecoverable, becauſe life does not ſoon make 118 
appearance; an opinion that has configned an mmenſe 
number to the grave, who might have been RESTORED 
To LIFE by reſolution and perſeverance.

On the firſt alarm of any perſon being drowned, let 
hot water, common falt, flour of muſtard, watm 
blankets, hot flannels, flat bottles filled with hot 
water, a heated warming-pan, bellows, brandy, 
hartſhorn drops, or other ſpirits, and an electrifying 
machine, be procured.— Theſe various articles being 
at hand. and immediately emploved, may be productive 
of reſtoring many uſeful and valuable lives. 


The common people will often reſtore life by 
purſuing the methods recommended ; but, if 
GENTLEMEN OF- THE FACULTY can be obtained, 
their aſſiſtance ſhould be immediately requeſted ; 
as their {kill will lead them judiciouſſy to vary the 
plans of treatment; and; in a variety of accidents, 


many more lives will be reſtored to the community 


and to their families. 


The above reſtorative means have proved remarkably 
efficacious in apparent ſuduen death, by coNVULSIONS, 
SUFFOCATION, HANGING, INTENSE COLD, and the 
TREMENDOUS STROKE OF LIGHTNING.

PLEADER : — lt is a miſdemeanour by the

Tt has been proved; beyond a doubt, that, in 
various inſtances of apparent ſudden death, and even 
in certain diſeaſes, which have been conſidered as 
fatal to mankind, a ſuſpenſion of the vital powers may 
take place independent of the abſolute extinction of 
life; and it is now an eſtabliſned maxim, that the 
coldneſs of the body, the frigidity of the limbs and the 
abolition of the external ſenſes, are very dubious 
and fallacious figns of death. It is not then to be 
wondered at, that the abſurd and pernicious cuſtom of 
laying out the bodies of perſons ſuppoſed to be dead, 
as ſoon as reſpiration ceaſes, ſhould have occaſioned 
the premature diſſolution of an immenſe number of 
the human race.

As it was by Long D FiFe's kindneſs I had the 
pleaſure of ſeeing the Reports of the Humane Society, 
which are highly inſtructive, I thought it a duty 
incumbent on me to lay before his LorxpsHiy 
an accurate and diſtin account of my conduct. 

J was called to ſee N. Dunbar, ſaid to be 
drowned. From the moſt minute enquiry, he muſt 
have been a quarter of an hour fully under water. I had 
him conveyed to a public houſe. Upon examination no 
pulje could be felt, the breathing was ſuſpended with every 
other vital function, the pupil much dilated, and a livid 
countenance, | had the body - well dried; frictions 
were then employed, with the moſt powerful 
ſtimulants, the warm bath, and other remedies, as 
recommended by your Society. In about ten minutes 
1 was well encouraged to perſevere, as ſome languid 
ſigns of animation appeared; and ſoon followed an 
irregular and laborious reſpiration; and by the next 
morning his health and life was perfectly reſtored.

I feel greater pleaſure than I can expreſs, in having 
been inſtrumental in reſtoring to Life an amiable 
child, that was drowned, to its diſconſolate parents. 

At the head of the great printing works carried on 
by Meſſrs. Peel, &c. is a reſervoir of water; from 
this, a number of ſluices are cut, to carry certain 
portions of water to different parts of the machinery. 
Into one of theſe the DAUGHTER OF JOHN G3REGSON 
fell, and immediately diſappeared. A man jumpedinto 
the water at the place where the had fallen, but found 
the current ſo ſtrong, that jt was with the greateſt 
difficulty he returned alive. 

He found afterwards that the body had been carried 
into a part of the ſluice covered with flags. In vain he 
attempted to reach it; atlengtha rake was procured, with 
which he brought it out; but ſo compleatly liſeleſt in 
appearance, that without any beſitation it was carried to a 
ſhed and laid out as dead. J have been thus particular, as 
the time of its being under water 1s not ſufficiently 
clear, the perſons who were preſent differing in opinion, 
ſome think 12 minutse, others more than a quarter of 
an hour. At this moment Mr. YaTEs, whole 
humanity and goodneſs is equalled by few, arrived. — 
Though the child appeared dead, cold, &c. he ordered it 
to be removed to an adjoining cottage, put into a 
warm bed, and ſent a meſſenger to my houte. Betore 
my arrival, Mr, PLATr T had commenced the 
uſual 


plan recommended by your invaluable Society.

To thoſe who were ſatisfied with appearances there 
now remained no doubt of the child being dead ; but 
the various methods being continued for more than 
three quarters of an hour, we were made happy by 
a ſigh from our little patient; this was repeated in about 
five minutes, and continued to return, the intervals 
diminiſhing, until the fighs became more frequent. 
Ihe body was ſtill diveſted of all natural heat; and 
having fortunately in my pocket a mixture, of equal 
parts /p. ſal. ammon, et ſp. vini camph. I moiſtened 
cloths and flannels (ſufficiently large to cover the 
thorax and abdomen) which I applied over the 
breaſt and round the body.— To the aſtoniſhment 
of Mr. YATEs and the few perſons whom we 
permitted to be preſent, the child at length cried aloud. 
The rubbing had been now continued more than 
an hour, but it was much longer before any diſtinct 
ſenſe returned : the firſt token of her ſenſes was, 
ſhe diſcovered a knowledge of her father's voice. 


I now ventured to give her a tea-ſpoonful of 
ſp+ vol. aromat. in a little warm water. The enema, 
which had been adminiſtered very warm produced 
ſeveral copious alvine evacuations, — Our ardent 
endeayours did not ceaſe, until ſhe was ſo much 
recovered, as to be able to take a cupfull of gruel, 
with a little brandy in it. She paſſed the night more 
comfortably than could be expected, and is now (the 
third day fince the accident) very well, except a little 
pain and uneafineſs, which ariſes from the different 
parts where the cutile had been {lightly abraded.
